"What's more," Boyer went on, 
"we intend to t.bsorb 880 of oiir 
emnloyes who are now on military 
leave. ."Right now there's a prettv 
heavy demand for automobile gas- 
oline; he said, but he expects it to 
fait off pretty soon. He explained 
it this way: 
. "In 1941 there were between 27.- 
000.000 and 28.000,000 cars in this 
country. Now there arc about 21,- 
500,000. Despite this reduction, the 
luting of gasoline rationing led to n

"So it's reasonable to expect," 
Boyer said, that within

time this initial flurry will die down 
and there will be some reduction 
in gasoline requirements.

Then I'm 
sure we'll have plenty of business."

Reconversion was no problem at

When this country became in- 
volved in World War I, Gentry 
entered the service in May, 1917.

On May 15, 
1930. while he was serving in that 
public office, he formed a part- 
nership with the late Fred Suiter, 
one of Arizona's outstanding le- 
gal figures, who at one time was 
a candidate for governor of Ari- 
zona.

5-Bllion-Dollor Tax Cut 
Bill Faces Certain Passage; 
Minimum Reduction Is 10%

A $5,- 


300,000,000 tax-cutting bill goes be- 
lore the House next week for de- 
bate and almost certain quick pas- 
sage. 


Both 
Democrats 
and Republi- 
ans were pleased with the meas- 
ure which emerged from the Ways 
and Means committee late yester- 
day. 


In a nutshell, it: 
1. Cuts the income tax next year 


for each individual by at least 10 
per cent, trimming a total of $2.- 
tiOO.OOO.OOO from levies against per- 
sonal incomes. 


2. Sweeps about 12,000,000 low- 
income persons from the 
income 


tax rolls compiotely — after Jan- 
uary i. 


3. Slices 
corporation 
burdens 
next year by $1,900,000,000. 
This 
will be done by reducing the 95 pel- 
cent excess orofits tax to 00 pet- 
cent; cutting four 
surtax 
points 


from the 40 per cent combined nor- 
mal and surtax rate 
and killing 


off, next July 1, the corporation de- 
clared value slocks tax. The excess 
profits levy will be repealed Jan. 
1. 1947. 


4. Cuts back, July 1, the war-im- 
posed excise levies on such things 
as liquor, luggage, furs, 
jewelry 


and cosmetics. This will amount to 
an overall saving of $550,000,000 to 
consumers in the last half of 1946. 


5. Freezes the 
Social Security 
tax in 1946, meaning that employ- 
ers and employes will continue-to 
pay one per cent each on payrolls 
and pay envelopes. This tax was 
set to jump from one to 2.5 per 
cent January 1. 


6. Repeals the $5 automobile use 


tax July 1, for a saving to motor- 
iest of $135,000,000.

5-Bllion-Dollor Tax Cut 
Bill Faces Certain Passage; 
Minimum Reduction Is 10%

A $5,- 


300,000,000 tax-cutting bill goes be- 
lore the House next week for de- 
bate and almost certain quick pas- 
sage. 


Both 
Democrats 
and Republi- 
ans were pleased with the meas- 
ure which emerged from the Ways 
and Means committee late yester- 
day. 


In a nutshell, it: 
1. Cuts the income tax next year 


for each individual by at least 10 
per cent, trimming a total of $2.- 
tiOO.OOO.OOO from levies against per- 
sonal incomes. 


2. Sweeps about 12,000,000 low- 
income persons from the 
income 


tax rolls compiotely — after Jan- 
uary i. 


3. Slices 
corporation 
burdens 
next year by $1,900,000,000. 
This 
will be done by reducing the 95 pel- 
cent excess orofits tax to 00 pet- 
cent; cutting four 
surtax 
points 


from the 40 per cent combined nor- 
mal and surtax rate 
and killing 


off, next July 1, the corporation de- 
clared value slocks tax. The excess 
profits levy will be repealed Jan. 
1. 1947. 


4. Cuts back, July 1, the war-im- 
posed excise levies on such things 
as liquor, luggage, furs, 
jewelry 


and cosmetics. This will amount to 
an overall saving of $550,000,000 to 
consumers in the last half of 1946. 


5. Freezes the 
Social Security 
tax in 1946, meaning that employ- 
ers and employes will continue-to 
pay one per cent each on payrolls 
and pay envelopes. This tax was 
set to jump from one to 2.5 per 
cent January 1. 


6. Repeals the $5 automobile use 


tax July 1, for a saving to motor- 
iest of $135,000,000.

The business of "milking" poi- 


sonous snakes w;\s a more serious 
proceeding. Granmama used

put a piece of absorbent collon in 
a wine glass and 
cover it with 


antiseptic guaze; then she took the

gentle 
pressure of her fingers 


forced its mouth open and pushed 
the fangs into the soft guaze. The 
infuriated reptile would eject his 
venom where it would drop harm- 
lessly on to the cotton. 
She took the greatest care of her 
snakes, holding them in deep re- 
spect, und I can still recall her 
when some 
momentous decision 


was to be made, consulting with 
them in the middle of the night, 
by the light of a small lamp. The 
greatest 
benefit

from them was their usefulness In 
getting unwanted guc.sls out of the 
house in a hurry and in negotiat- 
ing the customs when traveling.

The Internationa) Sunday School Lesson for Oct. 7 


Sunday School Lesson 


Friday, 


Scripture: 
Matthew 
22:36-39; 


Mark 12:28-34} Luke 16J2S-37 • 
BY WILLIAM e. OILROY,'U.o. 
From the story of ancient Israel, 
ending with the Israelites in Egypt, 
and the restoration of Joseph to 
his father, Jacob, we turn now lo 
a series of lessons in the fourth 
quarter of the year on the general 
theme, The Christian and His Re- 
lationships. First of these lessons 
is on The Christian Way of Life. 


No lessons could be more needed 
at the present time. We have seen 
the conclusion of a long and terri- 
ble war, in which, in the sheer 
business of preserving our very 
lives and liberties, we have been 
forced to stop aggression by the use 
of violence in opposing and con- 
quering violent men. The atomic 
bomb has emphasized 
as never 
before the horror of war, and the 
cleavage between the destructive- 
ness of war and the life and teach- 
ing of Jesus. He said He had 
come, not to destroy men's lives, 
but to have them; to give life, 
and to give it more abundantly. 


This is not the place to discuss 
the vexed issues belween pacifism 
and military service. Most of us 
believe that violent men, out to 
destroy all we hold dear, forced 
us lo use violence to defeat vio- 
lence. We never believed in war; 
we never took up weapons, or 
made air raids willingly, 


re fighlini Our boasl 
was lhat we were fighling for dem- 
ocracy and liberty, We wanted to 
restore a world in which 
men 


could practice religion- and bro- 
therhood. 


Now, 
in time of victory, comes 
the supreme test. Do we realty 
believe in the Chrislian way of 
life for which we have been fight- 
ing? How closely and truly arc 
we going to follow it, now that 
freedom to- follow it is restored? 


The law said papers must 
be' 
placed in the hands of the recipi- 
ent, so Jones tucked them,under, 
the infant's arm. He said it was 
one of the toughest jobs of his law 
enforcement career. 


to destroy us; but now, with nor- 
mal health restored, shall we find 
and keep the highest things to 
which man can commit his whole 
heart and soul? 


The Christian way of life is de- 


fined, in Matthew, Mark, and Luke, 
'explicitly, and in the whole New 
Ttcslamont generally, in the two 
great commandments of love to 
God and love to man; to love 
God with all the .heart and soul 
and mind and strength, and to love 
one's neighbor as one's self, it 
ought to be noted that: this is not 
the Christian way. .along;, it is in 
the highest teaching, of ;Judaism, 
as one may see -by' turning to 
Deuteronomy: 6;. and the Shema, 
the verses from that chapter con- 
taining the great 
commandment, 
were a part of the worship in 
the synagogue every Sabbath, 
Jesus did not invent these com- 
mandments, or the Christian way 
of life. He asked His questioner 
what was written in the law, how 
did he read it? And when the ques- 
tioner replied in the words of the 
two commandments, Jesus approv- 
ed. "This do," said He, "and thou 
shall live." He had come, Pie said, 
not to destroy, but to fulfill. 


What Jesus did was to emphasize 
what is written in God's constitu- 
tion of the universe, and in the 
highest life of man. The Christian 
way of life defines something as 
basic as the laws lhal uphold Ihe 
universe. Jesus 
did 
nol make 
Irulh; He asserlcd the truth that 
is in the very nature of God and 
man, and man's relation to God, 
and man's relation to his fellow- 
men. What Jesus did in relation to 
these commandments was to make 
them real and vital. He gave a 
new meaning to Ihe world "neigh- 
bor", 
and emphasized it in the

"The American delegation took a 
position that, in an interdependent,

said to be nol directly concerned 
in the peace.
